FOLLOWED, WILL INSURE SUCCESS: 


What Varieties to Plant—THE EVER-BLOOMING or MONTHLY ROSES are the only really constant 
bloomers we havee They begin to bloom early in the season, or almost as soon as planted, and continue all through the 
summer and autumn months until stopped by freezing weather. They bloom and flourish luxuriantly in all parts of the 
country from Canada to Mexico. The flowers are of beautiful form and fullness, delightful fragrance, and embrace all the 
lovely shades and color that roses ever assume. In the north they require protection during winter, and being natives of a 
more genial climate, must not be expected to survive in the open ground without protection where the temperature falls 
much below zero. 

Hardy Roses—tThis section includes the Hybrid Perpetuals, Mosses and Climbers, and while they are not constant 
bloomers, they make a gorgeous display of deep rich color in May and June, far excelling the ever-blooming class in size 
of flower and brilliancy of color. Most of the Hybrid Perpetual class give a second crop of bloom in September and October, 
and in many cases finer flowers than those produced in June. 

Preparation of Rose Bed—Select a sunny spot not undermined by roots of trees, and quite level with the grass- 
plot. Prepare your bed by digging to the depth of 18 inches. Any good garden mould will grow roses. After the plants 
have been set out, which should be early in the season, keep the soil loose by frequent shallow stirrings, till the middle of 
June, when they should be mulched by covering the surface of the bed to the depth of an inch or so with old manure or any 
strawy material, to prevent evaporation. An occasional application of manure water greatly stimulates growth, which, with 
most roses, means bloom. 

Fertilizers—Fine, well-decomposed cow manure is the best for general purposes, and the results obtained from its 
use, will be found to be, in most respects, satisfactory. Ground bone ranks next to cow manure as a fertilizer, and may be 


- used in place of it or in addition to it. Roses are rank feeders and amply repay the food and moisture given them, both with 


luxuriance and elegance of foliage, and profusion and size of bloom. 

7% Winter Protection—This is not deemed of so much importance as formerly; as plants that fail to survive, or whose 
vitality has been impaired by the rigor of winter, can now be replaced so readily and at such trifling expense, that it is 
thought by many scarcely worth the time and trouble involved to secure their preservation. The ever-blooming roses 
require winter protectiou during the winter. Cut out all the tender growth, and strip off most of the leaves, then bend the 
bush over and cover to the depth of three or four inches with loose earth, over these a light covering of boards and boughs. 


. Any mode of protection is as good as this, provided it prevents sudden freezing and thawing, and does not hold moisture 


about the stem, causing decay. A straw covering is apt to harbor mice. Do not cover too soon. Wait until the 
plants are well matured and severe weather is beginning; light freezing will not hurt them. Uncoyer when the frost is 
leaving the ground, and spring is fairly opening. Prune out all injured wood.

CANNA BEDS. 


Many of our customers write us in regard to the number 
of Cannas that is required to fill a bed of certain dimensions. 
In auswer to this question we offer the following suggestions: 
Plant Cannas about 18 inches apart each way; the tall varie- 
ties for the center of bed, and the dwarf growers for the 
border. 


For a round bed 7 feet in diameter it will take 19 plants. 
For a round bed 10 feet in diameter it will take 37 plants. 
For a round bed 13 feet in diameter it will take 61 plants. 


HOW TO PREPARE A CANNA BED. 


Canuas require deep rich soil. A good plan is to select 
a place where you wish a permanent bed. Remove the good 
so'l, then dig out the subsoil to a depth of eighteen inches; 
fill in with rich soil aud well rotted manure thoroughly mixed. 
Plant the Cannas about 15 inches apart each way, firming the 
soil as you fillin. Select the taller varieties for the center 
and the dwarfer varieties around the edge. A bed prepared 
in this manner will be a source of grat satisfaction for years 
tocome. Deep soil is essential if best results are wanted. 


Remember the Canna, to bloom continuously, must be 
kept moist and well fed. Therefore, give them rich, well- 
manured soil, aud plenty of water, and remove the flower 
stalk as soon as flowers are faded, to make room for the new 
side shoots, continuously forming.
